I heb  to  present  my  Report  for  1971. 

The  Report  again  indicates  that  the  general  health  of  the  District 
continued  to  be  satisfactory.  Tlie  crude  death  rate  dropped  from'  12.7  per  1,000 
in  1970  to  8.7  in  1971 • There  was  a small  outbreak  of  measles,  37  cases  being 
notified. 


The  number  of  new  dwellings  completed  showed  a decrease  from  85  in 

1970  to  66  in  1971. 

Tiler e was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  discretionary  improvement 
grants  and  a decline  in  the  number  of  standard  grants  compared  with  1970.  I 
attribute  this  to  the  Housing  Act  1971  which  greatly  increased  the  maximum 
discretionary  grant. 

At  the  end  of  1971,  a start  was  made  on  the  Yeof ord/Copplestone 
Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  necessary  planning  and  Ministerial  consents  for  the  proposed 
new  slaughterhouse  at  Copplestone  v;ere  forthcoming  during  1971  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  \¥ork  had  started  on  this  much  needed  project. 

Mr.  P.  Minhinnetfc  has  left  to  take  up  a public  health  post  in 
Zambia.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  new  post.

Plans  were  in  band  aL  the  eiid  ux  the  year  for  works  at  Bow,  Coldridge, 
Poughill  and  ".‘erahworthy,  'idien  these  schemes  are  completed  all  the  major  villages 
except  Black  Bog  will  he  adequately  sewered, 

Bo  new  works  were  brought  into  operation  during  1971 • 

The  servicing  of  the  various  works  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years, 
bjf  two  mobile  gangs,  each  of  two  men,  travelling  in  Land  Rovers. 

Officials  of  the  Bevon  River  Authority  liase  closely  with  this  office, 
and  make  frequent  visits  of  inspection.  This  eases  the  demand  on  the  time  of  officers 
of  this  Council© 

Buring  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  pipe  the  stream  which  traverses  the 
Clieriton  Bishop  site  because  the  bank  of  the  stream  had  become  unstable  and  v/as 
threatening  the  pump  house. 

Major  repairs  were  carried  out  to  a pump  at  Sandford  due  to  the  failure 
of  a mechanical  seal 5 a fracture  in  the  dosing  chamber  at  Cheriton  Pitzpaine  was 
repaired. 

Sewage  from  the  Ambrosia  Laboratory  at  Lapford  was  disconnected  from  the 
public  sewer  and  connected  to  the  factory  sewage  plant.  This  action  arose  as  the 
result  of  the  discharge  of  an  orange  liquid  into  the  public  sewer  which  caused  a 
gross  deterioration  of  the  effluent  at  this  Council’s  Lapford  works. 

The  effluent  pipe  from  the  old  village  septic  tank  at  Coldridge  was 
renewed  as  a temporary  measure,  pending  the  new  sewerage  scheme. 

Various  minor  sewer  chokages.  wero  dealt  withii 
V/ater  Supply  - Public 

Water  from  the  If.B.W.B.  mains  is  available  in  all  villages  and  hamlets 
and  to  most  acreas  throughout  the  district. 

Buring  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  discolouration  in  the 
Cheriton  Pitzpaine  area  and  of  poor  pressure  in  the  Lapford  area.  These  complaints 
were  referred  to  the  B.B.W.B,  who  have  advised  as  followss- 

''Cheriton  Pitzpaine.'  Complaints  of  discolouration  which  arose  as  a 
result  of  the  ■villages  situation  at  the  end  of  a series  of  separately  fed  small 
mains  were  dealt  with  by  the  systematic  scrubbing  and  flushing  of  mains  in  this 
area,  which  rectified  the  si'tuation, 

Lapford'.  The  difficulties  which  consumers  on  high  ground  in  the  Lapford 
area  faced  at  peak  periods  as  a result  of  heavy  demands  from  Express  Bairies  factory 
have  been  overcome  by  the  installatio'n  of  a 140,000  gallon  storage  reservoirl' 

New  water  mains  have  been  laid  as  followss- 

Bow  Station  - main  extension,  1740  yds  of  2"  polythene, 

Cheriton  Bishop  - main  extension  160-  yds  of  2"  polythene, 

Coleford  - mains  renewal  100  yds  of  3"  spun 'iron. 

Copplestone  - Beer  Hill  road  improvement.  46O  yds  4"  P.V. C, 

Newton  St,  Cyres  - mains  extension.  333yds  2"  polythene. 

Yeoford  Sewage  Works  - mains  diversion.  370  yds  4"  P.V.C. 

Tv/enty  nine  bacteriological  samples  from  the  d.D.w.B.  mains  supply 
were  talcen  from  various  points  throughout  the  district  by  officials  of  the 
N.B.W.B.  Pour  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  but  in  each  case  samples  taken 
after  remedial  action  proved  satisfactory. 

Pifteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  Bugford  0,uarry  supply  which  was 
used  to  augment  the  main  supply  in  times  of  shortage.  V/ater  from  Bugford  Ouarry  is 
chlorinated  before  entering  the  mains.  Pour  of  these  samples  were  also  unsatisfactory. 
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One  hundred  and  eitihteen  new  connections,  "both  private  and  commercial 
were  made  to  the  B,  mains* 

Officials  of  Devon  County  Council  took  7 "bacteriological  samples  of 
chlorinated  water  from  the  supply  maintained  by  Bow  Parish  Council.  One  of  the 
Bow  samples  wa.s  unsatisfactory, 

'■■Jater  Supply  - Private 

Complaint  was  received  that  a well  supplying  two  cottages  was  inadequate 
after  one  of  the  cottages  v/as  modernised  and  an  electric  pump  installed.  The  matter 
was  resolved  by  connecting  to  the  H.D.'V.B.  mains,  'This  involved  crossing  a railv/ay 
line  and  neighbours  field. 

TIains  extension  in  the  Bow  Station  area  enabled  the  use  of  th^ee 
unreliable  shallow  wells  to  be  discontinued, 

ITo  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies. 

Sdiool  Swimming  Pools. 

Five  schools  are  equipped  with  swimming  pools.  Seventeen  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken,  and  many  supervisory  visits  made  by  officials  of  Devon  County 
Council. 

Public  Health  Complaints. 

Durini^  the  year  complcaint  was  received  of  a nuisance  from  dust,  arising 
from  the  crushing  plant  at  Oldborough  C^uarry, 

A mechanical  dust  arrestor  was  provided  but  the  matter  was  finally 
resolved  by  closing  the  plant.  No  statutory  action  was  taken, 

A dilapidated  building  at  Barry  Close  Cheriton  Fitzpain^  \iiich  was  thb  *nt 
subject  of  a"  complaint  was  demolished  and  cleared  by  the  owner  after, informal,  action 
by  this  office. 

A complaint  of  smoking  cliimneys  at  Godfreys  Gardens,  Bow  was  investigated 
with  the  assistance  of  officers  of  the  Goal  Utilisation  Council.  The  installations 
complained  of  were  designed  for  use  with  smokeless  fuels  and  the  problem  was 
aggravated  by  the  use  of  unsuitable  fuels.  Some  improvement  was  affected  by 
installing  "Draughtmasters"  a device  to  permit  the  entry  of  adequate  air  to  support 
combustion  and  in  some  cases  more  suitable  chimney  pots  were  provided.  Some  grates 
were  "air  starved"  becuase  of  the  ti^^ht  fit  of  the  modern  doors  and  windows.  The 
chimneys  concerned  were  lined  with  7^3"  concrete  liners.

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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Pevelopment  Act  I960  and  Tented  Camping  Sites 

At  31st  December,  1971  there  were  five  licensed  caravan  sites  in  this 
district.  These  comprised  four  individual  sites  and  a site  for  six  touring  vans.  A 
further  three  sites  have  certificates  issued  under  Paragraph  5 of  "the  above  act. 

Two  long  established,  but  unlicensed  sites  received  touring  vans  during 
the  holiday?'  season. 

One  nev/  licence  v/as  issued  during  the  year. 

During  the  summer  season,  a number  of  vans  were  stationed  on  various  sites 
throughout  the  district  under  conditions  which  did  not  require  licensing. 

There  are  a number  of  caravans  occupied  during  the  vdiole  year  under  conditions 
which  do  not  require  a licence.  'This  mainly  applies  to  caravans  sited  within  the 
curtilage  of  a dwelling  and  occupied  by  members  of  the  householders  family. 

The  camp  at  Siobrooke,  occupied  by  engineering  personnel  engaged  on  the 
North  Sea  Gas  kain  Scheme,  has  been  discontinued  on  completion  of  the  pipe  laying. 

Vermin  Control 

Warfarin  based  rodenticide  continued  to  be  supplied  free  of  charge  for 
domestic  premises  and  at  cost  price  for  use  on  business  premises. 

Practical  assistance  wa.s  given  in  the  case  of  4 complaints  of  rat  infestation, 
2 mice  infestations  and  one  incident  of  fleas. 

The  Council! s sewers  were  test  baited  for  rats.  All  58  manholes  which 
were  investigated  were  found  to  be  rat  free. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Scavenging 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  by  contract  continued. 

The  special  service  for  emptying  litter  bins  and  for  cleaning  up  laybys 
during  the  summer  months  oh  the  holiday  route  and  trunk  road  was  again  implemented* 

The  two  tips  at  Sutton  Quarry,  Sandford  and  Perry,  Cheriton  Pitzpaine 
continued  in  use  and  were  available  at  all  times  for  the  use  of  householders  in  this 
district.  Abandoned  cars  are  dealt  vdth  at  Sutton  Quarry. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  scavenging  of  village  streel^by  part  time 
labour  at  Bow,  Newton  St.  Cyres,  liorchard  Bishop  and  Lapford. 

Civic  Amenities  Act 

Four  abandoned  cars  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Two  cases  required 
informal  action  only.  All  the  vehicles  were  disposed  of  by  the  owners. 

Animal  Boarding  Bstablidiment  Act 

One  kennels,  one  cattery  and  one  combined  kennel s/cattery  were  relicensed. 

All  premises  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory.

Slaughterhouse  licenses  for  the  following  premises  were  renewed;- 
Messrsi  P^L.Lake  & Son,  Lapford^ 

Messrs.  D.  Stevens  & Son,  Copplestone. 

A new  chill  room  was  constructed  at  Lapford  and  has  proved  very  beneficial 
both  as  regards  meat  hygiene  and  slaughtering  hours. 

Detailed  planning  approval  for  a new  Slaughterhouse  at  Copplestone  was  - 
issued  and  the  proposals  were  also  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Pood  for  licensing  purposes. 


Slaughterhouses  Cont. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  started  on  this  major  project.  The 
owner  of  Gopplestone  Slau^terhouse  had  previously  Been  advised  that  the  old  premises 
would  not  be  relicensed  after  1971  unless  a substantial  start  was  made  on  the  proposed 
new  premises.

There  is  one  major  poultry  processing  unit  in  this  district.  It  is 
operated  in  connection  with  a poultry  rearing  unit  on  a large  local  farm.  The 
poultry  dealt  with  is  specifically  "bred  for  table  purposes,  no  laying  birds  are 
dealt  with. 


Birds  are  plucked  on  a modern  system,  using  mechanical  equipment  and 
despatched  ungutted.  ICilling  is  normally  restricted  to  two  days  per  week. 

During  the  year  six  visits  were  made  by  officers  of  this  department. 

It  is  estimated  that  110,000  chickens  average  weight  4"4  I'b  and  5,000 
turkeys  average  weight  1?  lb.  were  killed  at  the  premises  referred  to  above. 

The  owners  have  advised  that  some  0.5)^  of  the  poultry  Icilled  was  rejected  for 
human  consumption. 

I am  not  aware  of  any  other  premises  where  regular  large  scale 
slaughtering  takes  place. 

Occasional  poultry  slaughtering  does  occur  at  various  agricultural 
premises  throughout  the  district,  particularly  in  the  Christmas  season.  Regular 
inspection  is  not  considered  practical  under  present  conditions. 
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
